a Degree o: Athen, becaafe fuch a Disbelief re- 
moves one of the evciuct and frongeft Arguments 
of a Deity, and difcovers in Men a Temper {carce 
Curable by Relpior, «hich fuppofes Men cara- 
ble of being twayd by high Probabiliies in 
Things as do not admit of a Demorftrative cer- 
tainty. Burt avo ding thefe Extren.es, if we do but 
confider how full the Histories of all rimes are of 
fuch ReJarions, fome of which are delivered with 
all the Circumftances of Time, Place Words 
{poken, Events fucceeding, Secrets difeovered, 
{trange Pafiions in Men and Beafts, Diforders in 
other Inanimate Beings, befides the Credic of the 
Atreftors themfelves, fecare from all {ufpicion of 
Deceit or of a deluded Imagination, we muft ne- 
ceffarily conclude, thar the Apparition of Spirits 
is no groundleis Fancy; but a real Truth. But as 
all true Miracles and Revelations are like God 
himfeif, Holy, Great and Good both in Them- 
telves and ia their Ends ; fo we may trom thence 
form a Judgment of the Truth of Apparitions. If 
the appearing either of the Spirits of Mert departed 
or of Angels be only upon yam or frivolous Occa- 

frons;

The Devil 
is af{worn Enemy to Truth and the Peace of Man- 
kind ; and therefore to look wpon the Apparitions, 
Voices or Noifes of Evil Spirits in the Heavens or 
Earth, as Prefages of any 7 Events is a 
Difhonor done both to our felves and to our 
Religion, as deriving upon it a fulpicion of Falfiry, 
when it has given us fo many Affurances of the 
Impoftures of thefe Malicious Spirits, We have al 
ready afferted the Appearance of the ‘Spirits of 
good Men without an efpecial important Commit 
fion from God to be unlikely, notwithftanding 
the Cale you propole may be juftiy the Subject of 
‘an important Errand, and confequentiy of their 
Appearance. But whether the tame may be affert- 
ed of bad Men we cannot teil how to determine. 
Hiftory indeed gives us feveral Inftances of their 
ppeating, and « was Plato’s Notion, that the 
-Stres and Apparitions which are fo often report. 
co be feen abour the Burying Places of the Dead, 
are only the Ghofts of bad Men, which having 


been ftained with Corporeal Pollution, hover a- 
bout and long for a Re union with their Dear Con- 


fort the Body, without which find no Happineis, 
Bur in this Marter the Scriprure is wholly Silent.

extent: It would be endlefs to infert al Objeétion; 


made againft them, and needlefs, for 1 prefume they 


are univerfaly known, Bur what gives the mo/t 
M:lancholy confideration, that the Authors are 
der the fatal nec ffity to write in fuch manner, to 
pleafe the Taft of the Tcxn, who if they mece with 
nothing thatis Lewd or P-ophane, will in all probabj. 
lity Damn the Play, andthen tre Author Starves. 
ts ftrange tome that the Government. which 1s cont}. 
nually making Excellent Laws for tne Fropeg ation of 
Virtue and Suppreffion of Vice, fhowd not totals Sup. 
prefs thefe Seminaries of Wickednefs, which fecm ty 
rur counter to all the who'fome Statutes they Enad.

gainft the fmmoralitiesoi or of any kind, 
but think {ome appear alittie ww. apaintt 
this, and fhew more of Pi.) dice than 2 ~~ r Moe 
rality, fince tiey carry the miatrer higher than it 
will bear, parcicularly in that Grand Objeétion, 
that the Authors are neceifiated to write Lewdly or 
Prophanly to pleafe the Taft ur the Town, where. 
as we could inftance in fome Plays, wich have 
been hifsd off the Stage, only fcr containing {uch 
matters. Befides ‘tis notorious, that. what chiefly 
takes the Town, are Opera’s and Farce, the firft 


confifting in Shew and Mulick tie laft in Humor, 
Buffoonery, Wiimfical Dances, &c.. Vragedies have 
moft fubject ro daring Prophanels and Come- 


dies to lewd Expreffions, both which are little in 
Vogue now. ‘Tis our conftant Opinion, that 
Lewdnefs and Prophanefs, are general void of true 
Wit and brought in, in Plays and Difcourfe, ro fup- 
Py the want of it; and we believe, they who are 

afters of Witty Turns (and none ought to write 
Plays who are not ) wou'd pleafe the worft of the 
Age more with them, than with the other, except 
fuch profligate Wretches, whom it is paft the pow- 


-er of the Stage to render them worfe. To Cor- 
clude, no doubr bur onr Wife Government woud 


fupprefs them, did they think that mi{chief in them, 
fome prejudic'd People preend, who wou'd be 
thought wifer than the whole Srare cbt Nation.
